They 
recommended a new camp be con- 
structed and that it be kept clean 
for the housing of prisoners, or 
else that the camp be abolished. 
Warren said the diseased prisoner 
had been sent to a venereal dis- 
ease treatment institution. The 
director of corrections notified 
Warren County officials that the 
Senators’ recommendations will - 
be carried out. 

The mess hall and kitchen are 
greasy in the Jasper County camp, 
the Senators stated. A bathtub is 
used as a sink, and there is no 
running hot water. Flies add to 
the unsanitary condition of sleep- 
ing and eating quarters. The elec- 
’ trical wiring is dangerous. They 
recommended an entirely new 
camp, if State prisoners are to be 
housed here. Warren informed 
Jasper County officials the Sena- 
tors’ suggestions will be carried 
out. The Jasper camp houses 24 
Negro prisoners. _ 

‘While the legislative probers 
haven’t made a report on Ran- 
dolph County, Warren said his of- 
fice has warned this County it 
will remove all State prisoners 
unless new facilities are con- 
structed.

Gov. Talmadge’s decision to support a

The Governor heretofore has been neu- 
tral on the issue. A home rule bill passed 
the House during the last session but 
failed to be brought up for a vote in the 
Senate. An earlier home rule bill which 
became law was rendered useless by court 
decisions because of so many exceptions. 


It was only a few days ago that Lieut. 
Gov. Marvin Griffin came out strongly for 
home :rule. Administration Floor Leader 
Frank Twitty is for it, as are other lead- 
ers of both factions. It is, and ought to 
‘be, a nonpartisan matter, and its chances 
of passage are increased thereby. 


There still will be opposition, from leg- 


islators who are reluctant to give up their | 


control over local government. But the 
swelling clamor for home, rule rapidly ‘is 
driving them from open to undercover 
opposition. 

We do not know precisely what the 


Governor means by a “reasonable and’ 


workable” home rule law. We thought 
Rep. Gowen’s bill at the last session met 
both tests, but if there be valid objections, 
let thom be removed. We do not believe 
the Governor or any other responsible per- 
son wants a home rule law that will be 
one in name only.

Is For Fighting Men 


We are glad Sen. Russell has pointed 
out again that the way to build up our 
armed forces, under present conditions, is 
universal military service rather than uni- 
versal militaty training. 

Universal military training—popular- 
ized as UMT—was broached by Defense 
Department officials several years ago 
when it .was apparent we needed a long- 
range plan for building armed strength 
but when public sentiment would not sup- 
port regular service for all. 

UMT was a modified—we almost said 
mollycoddling—process of training only. 
Trainees could not be sent outside the 
country. Elaborate precautions—including 
hostesses, the use of “please” by drill ser- 
geants and other such accouterments— 
were worked out. Hard-bitten military 
men who witnessed a sample session at 
Fort Knox were not impressed. 

What Sen. Russell proposes, and what 
we should have, is a program requiring a 
period of regular service from each youth 
as he becomes: 18. . 

UMT may be an excellent plan for the 
halcyon days of peace when we can afford 
to take our time about preparations. It 
would serve no purpose now except to 
divert thousands of badly needed regulars 
to the job of training youths who could 
not, under the terms of the program, be of 
any immediate usefulness. 

If we are to win the battle against 
communism we must accept the fact there 
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Reassurance to the Nation 


We trust the President in his radio and 
television address Friday evening will be 
able to re-establish much lost public con- 
fidence. It is time- the atmosphere at 
Washington was cleared of confusion and 
cross purposes. 

The first requisite to that—recognition 
of the danger that confronts the coun- 
try—now appears at last to have been 
achieved. The next steps involve bold, 
clear-cut action which will gear all the 
resources’ of the nation to meet the threat.

Continue Reform 


In keeping with a continuous policy of 
prison reform, two State Senate investi- 
gating committees have branded three 
county work camps as unfit for occupa- 
tion and recommended their reconstruc- 
tion or abolition. 

The State Department of Corrections, 
through its director, Robert Warren, has 
announced that the committee recommen- 
dations will be made effective. 


M. L. St. John’s story on the investi-

«What the story shows is that the State 
means business in regard to putting its 
penal system in order. Counties have.been 
warned that either their work camps must 
meet certain standards or else they must 
get along without State prisoners. 

The Senate committee reporis point out 
the best along with the worst and sug- 
gest that counties with substandard camps 
study the model institutions in other 
counties. 

We commend State penal authorities 
on their intensified drive to set their house 
in order and to keep it that way. 

The General Assembly should support 
the Department of Corrections in its broad 
program of reform. We congratulate those 
counties which have “model” camps. May 
the State insist that every county get into 
this select group.

Atlantic Steel 
Looks Ahead 


Expansion plans of the Atlantic Steel 
Company here are in line with, but more 
ambitious than, contemplated expansion 
of the industry over the country.

Advice to Consider Carefully 


WASHINGTON—Certain aspects of politics are like certain 
diseases, which are so painful even to think about that healthy 
people rarely mention them. But if a man or woman has cancer, 
it must be mentioned by the doctor who makes the diagnosis and 
prescribes the operation. And if a nation is in imminent peril 
of catastrophe, painful things must also be said by leaders who 
have courage. 


No leader in the Western world has greater courage than 
Winston Churchill. No one any longer will lightly disregard the 
voice of the great old man, who almost single-handed saved the 
cause of freedom from the menace of Nazism; who was. the first, 


after the war, to see the larger menace of the new Soviet im- . 


perialism. And it is time, now, to face up to the real nature of 
the advice he has been giving for the past two years. 


Speech Series Churchill began: a remarkable series of 
speeches, of which the last was delivered on Nov. 30. In all these 
speeches, whether on the public platform or in debates in the 
House of Commons, he has said the same things. 


First, he has ascribed to the Kremlin an ambition of world 
empire. On Nov. 30, he told Parliament: 

“(Despite) enormous increases of power and tetritory (the 
Soviets), show no sign of being in any way satiated, satisfied or 
even contented, and we perceive no limitk at present to their aims.” 

Second, he has flatly stated that the Soviets were only being 
restrained from launching a third world war by the American 
advantage in atomic weapons. At Llandudno in 1948, We said: 
“Nothing stands between Europe today and complete subjugation 
to Communist tyranny but the atomic bomb in American pos- 
session.” ; 

Third, he has more and more openly confessed despair of 
matching the Soviet power by ordinary means, at least in the 
crucial time before our own advantage in atomic weapons will be 
too greatly impaired by production of atomic weapons in the Soviet 
Union. In the last speech, in which this despair is total, he said: 

“While it is right to build up our forces as fast as we can, 
nothing in this process will in this period deprive Russia of effec- 
tive superiority in what are now called ‘conventional arms.’ All it 
will do is give us increasing unity in Europe.” 

Fourth, he has repeatedly advocated negotiations with the 
Soviet Union on the highest level. In the most powerful and terri- 
fying of all these speeches, when. he told the House of Commons 
last July 7 that “We are more defenseless than we have ever 
been,” he also said: R 

“A peaceful settlement may (yet) be reached with the Soviet 
government if a resolute effort is made on the basis not of our 
present weakness but of American atomic strength. This is the 
policy which gives the best chance of preventing a fearful war and 
of securing our survival should it break upon us.” 


. Here, however, so awful, so awe-inspiring 
Awful Subject is the subject, that even Winston Churchill 
has not spoken plainly. There is plenty of internal evidence of 
his real meaning, such as the critical reference, in the last speech, 
to the assurances to the Kremlin that “the United States would 
not fight what is called a preventive war.” 

There is his further remark that “on this basis the war, if it 
comes, and God forbid, will come at the moment of the (Soviets’) 
choosing.” But his real meaning, which he has stated frankly 
enough in many private conversations, is only broadly implied in 
his speeches. | 

This meaning is that the Kremlin should be given a straight 
choice, by the United States and Britain, between peace now and 
war now. “The high and secret processes of diplomacy” would be 
employed, under the Churchillian prescription, to offer Stalin a 
world settlement on honorable terms, and to warn that our atomic 
bombs would be used if the settlement were refused. This, indeed, 
is the only conceivable way to seek a settlement “on the basis 
of ... American atomic strength.” 

It is dreadful that the wisest leader of the West should have 
been driven, only five years after a great victory, to advocate such 
an expedient. It is obvious that the most careful consideration 
should first be given to the kind of world settlement to be pro- 
posed, to the probable Soviet response, and above all, to our 
“atomic strength’s” practical value. 

But it is also certain that if the odds on an early wareat a 
“moment of the Soviets’ choosing” are already two or three or four 
to one, as they undoubtedly appear at present, Winston Churchill’s 
advice at least deserves to be honestly and carefully canvassed.

The Post Office Is Big Business 


WASHINGTON—There is some advantage in having at the head of our Post 
Office Department—one of the world’s biggest businesses—a career man who came 


up through the ranks. Such is Postmaster General Jesse M. Donaldson. 
appointed three years ago by President Truman. 


He. was 
This action broke a long-stand- 


ing precedent under which this post was filled by the political manager of. the 
party in power who thereafter, incidentally, continued to devote considerable 


time to the party’s political business. Jesse Donaldson is not only a career man. 
a letter carrier, hoofing it about Shelbyville, Il]. As he rose he learned about the widely — 
It was natural that, having no political business as a sideline, Mr. Donaldson

business. With his background of experience, 
it was natural also that he would find many 
ways to make it a more businesslike operation. 
That, in fact, has been his course. 


Qne thing, among others, about which 
something needed very much to be done, was 
the mail pay to railroads for hauling the 
mails. Nothing had been done about the 
system and methods since the 1916 Railway 
Mail Pay Act, despite the changes that have 
come over the nation meanwhile. 


Deciding that a thorough study should be 
made, he drafted Arne M. Wiprud, formerly an 
expert on railroad operations for the Justice De- 
partment’s antitrust division. . Mr Wiprud left 
his private law practice to return to the govern- 
ment as associate solicitor of the department for 
this specia} task. 

He and an expert staff, after a two-year 
exhaustive investigation into costs and their 
bases, much of it in the field, came up with a 
mass of evidence showing the lack of clear 
cost-accounting by the railroads and the obsoles- 
cent and costly methods of handling mail. All 
of that resulted in excessive payments by the 
government which, in the end, comes out of the 
taxpayer. This railway mail operation is a big 
business, Total rail mail pay by the Govern- 
ment to the roads in 1949, for example, was 
$222,771,000. | 

The railroads balked at the investigation, 
displayed an wunco-operative attitude at first. 
But the facts spoke for themselves when they 
finally were dug out. Consequently, the railroads 
recently joined the Post Office Department in a 
stipulation that was approved by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The ICC has jurisdic- 
tion under the Railway Mail Pay Act. 

For the first time, there is now a clear show- 
ing: of costs and al] that enters into them which 
offers a basis for future rates for carrying the 
mails. The way is opened, likewise, for addi- 
tional economies and improved methods, which 
means saving to the taxpayers, beyond thosé pro- 
vided under the stipulation itself. 

Among other things, the stipulation elimi- 
nates so-called round-trip pay that included pay- 
ments for the return trip of empty “deadheads” 
that had carried mail one way. - That resulted 
in compensation for services not actually per- 
formed, excessive costs and in payments with- 
out adequate checking. 

The payment for empty returns, alone, is 
estimated at $30,000,000. Mail pay for “emp- 
ties” was higher than revenue for other types of 
freight.

Much lost motion 
was found in handling of mail at many termi- 
nals, so that operations are wasteful. - Railroads 
are doing jobs that could be better performed 
by trucks. 

The stipulation also ended a four-year case 
brought by railroads for extra.compensation with 
a lump sum settlement of $312,000,000, of which 
$160,000,000 already has been paid under a. 25 
percent increase granted in the meantime by 
the ICC. The railroads claimed $885,000,000. As 
this claim was reduced more than half as a result 
of the cost study by the Post Office Department, 
so the Department now can use the evidence of 
its investigation in combating an'application for 
an additional 70 percent increase filed in Feb- 
ruary, 1947, on which hearings will begin before 
the ICC next week.

The Yeast of Ciange Works 


The crowds throng the streets of the cities, and the land lies silent and still under 


the whistling of Winter winds. 


Christmastime is almost here, and Georgia appears 


to the casual observer like Georgia of last year, or the year before that, or any 
year that was normal with times fairly good.’ But there is a difference in Georgia 


that is deep in its significance. 


In Washington the President and his advisers are 


— mulling the advisability of proclaiming a national emergency. Those who are for 
it disagree on procedure, but all are in assent on the psychological effect such a proclamation would 
have on the country in preparing the people for the sacrifices necessary in waging an all-out effort 
to meet the widening threat of Communist aggression. : 


Georgia, as has the rest of the ¢ountry, has 
felt the Korean war most deeply through those 
in its population who have loved ones in the 
battle. No “national emergency” can bring closer 
home the awareness of our danger than does 
word a son or husband has fallen before the 
Communist foe. 


Manpower is the key to any conflict 
between nations. Manpower means pro- 
duction and manpower means armies. In 
Georgia the draft boards are busy meeting 
their quotas of the armed forces buildup. 


Other manpower demands are reflected in 
Georgia manufacturing. Numbers employed in 
manufacturing are at an all-time high. Part of 
this is due to seasonal employment and part 
has come about because of what has happened 
on a peninsula 5,000 miles away. 


Georgia in World War II carried a tremen- 
dous civilian manpower load in addition to the 
large numbers of its citizens In the armed forces. 
The aircraft plant at Marietta, shipbuilding on 
the coast, and munitions and armaments used 
the skill of Georgia workers. The people for 
these industries came from unessential jobs in 
the cities, and from the land. 


The fighters, too, come from the cities and 
from the land. 

A boy from Georgia steps from the ambu- 
lance he has driven in the Red-rimmed trek of 
the First Marine Division in Korea. There are 
92 bullet holes in the vehicle. “I’m just lucky,”

How much 
of the Administration program for expanded 
services will be sidetracked? Health, roads 
and schools need more money, and more money 
is in the offing through passage of a sales tax. 


A Georgia educator says: “Our hope of 
maintaining the American way of life against 
the rising tide of mass totalitarianism lies 
in the maximum exploitation of technology 
which will enable the American people to 
outproduce any possible combination of il- 
literate or semi-illiterate people that may 
be arrayed.” 


Schools, then, must be strengthened. 

Health leaders point to the part their organi- 
zaion will play in civilian defense planning. 
They see better health as a part of better de- 
fense. 

The brown December days go on, and the 
brightness of Christmas glitters in a land and a 
people on the threshold of sacrifice. The war

In the first place, the woman said, her store has found its 
television program a splendid medium to sell books, and especially 
children’s books. A three-minute spot describing a new volume for 
small fry has been rewarding to the point of sell-oufs the next 
day, and let the program. but introduce a pleasant aid toward 
learning—say a geographical jig-saw puzzle—and the telephone 
buzzes with mothers ordering same for Junior, who saw it on TV. 


And in the second place, the man said, the people who simply 
deposit their brains before the magic machines and forget them 
have not been overrun with television, they have surrendered to 
it vountarily. 


“You would not send a child to the public library and 
tell him to pick up a book and bring it home without ex- 
plaining to him that the author and the title and the subject 
would be a clue to whether it would suit him, would you?’ 


The same thing, he said, is the problem of radio. The airwaves 
are jumping all the time with music or salesmanship or commen- 
tation or news or drama or soap opera and it takes some selection 
to find out exactly what portion of it fits each individual’s taste. 


“Radio takes a lot of body blows because people forget it is a 
mass medium and refuse to shop around to find the special jewels 
they appreciate. They think it is al] hillbilly or recipe-swapping, 
simply because they turn it on once a week at 10 a. m.” 


It is obvious that both radio and television have improved, 
and the book lady says, so have children’s books, especially in 
presentation of illustrations and in printing. 


There seems to be a trend that declares that public taste and 
demand is improving in other ways, too. Comments and letters to 
newspapers indicate more alert readers, asking higher conceptions 
and better thought. It could indicate a general reappraisal of values 
that has come with the taut times. 


Public sentiment is so often ahead of leaders in America 
that we have reversed the old idea that public figures must 
forge opinion, and fear now that they wish to be pushed by 
it. The old canard that the “public” is a vague, faceless mob 
with a mental age of 12 has long since been proven false 
and offensive. 


Probably we never were that immature, despite the pollsters, 
but certainly we are not any longer.

The Man Chosen To Win 
The Red Sox’s Pennant 


In the introductory period of Claude Dietrich to baseball 
scouting, the Dutchman engaged in the new-ground pursuit 
- of a farm boy in North Carolina. This young man lived near 
a village named Mount Gilead and quite often was called 


upon to plow the family acres. 

It was while abaft the stern of a team of mules that the boy 
was approached one day by the intrepid Dietrich, then early in the 
hire of the Crackers. Sweat beaded the round, chubby face of Earl 
Mann’s talent Watson and clods of freshly plowed dirt clung like 
barnacles to his shining shoes after a hike across a field of turned 
earth. PP. ? 

The boy stopped the miles and they talked a few minutes 
about baseball and the future and who the young man would like 
to pitch for. The conversation has not been repeated, but it seems 
that the young fellow was somewhat impertinent, almost rude when 
he learned that a minor league club had the audacity to approach 
him about a baseball: contract. This set Scout Dietrich on his way 
in a huff, biting his tongue for fear he might give the young squirt 
a piece of his mind. 

Eventually the boy signed a contract with the Washington Sen- 
ators, stooped to accept shipment to Chattanooga, thence to Selma, 
Ala., where on a clear day from the tallest building it is possible 
to spot a plot of plowed ground in any direction you look. The boy 
shook the bushes in a hurry, though. He had the stuff that landed 
him in Washington to staygin 1942. 

This is the fellow chosen by the Boston Red Sox to win that 
elusive pennant for them in 1951, Ray Wilson Scarborough. For 
him, the Sox dismantled their outfield and unhitched from their 
pitching team an old steady and a bright new prospect. With him, 
they came into a lefthander, Bill Wight, very much of the same 
cut and fate of Scarborough, long effective and choice, but be- 
labored by second-division support. 


That's the Least He Could Do . 


By all rights Scarborough owes the Red Sox a pennant. Twice 
in the past three seasons he has thrown them his jug-handle curve 
ball, handcuffed them in key games that took the starch out of them 
in the heat of the stretch. For two seasons he has been the object of 
a strenuous tug of bidding between the Red Sox and the Yankees, 
each feeling that the ultimate winner would succeed to the pennant. 


Last Summer, both lost when Washington bartered Scarborough to. 
the White Sox with Eddie Robinson for Cass Michaels, Bob Kuzava_ 


and John Ostrowski. 

Boston may have landed Scarborough too late, for the Tar 
Heel will be 34 years old before the next season is through. He is 
still the master of one of the big league’s sweetest curves and love- 
liest motions, and by the age measure should be good for at least 
three more seasons of steady work. 

The Red Sox have gambled heavily on this deal. When they re- 
moved Al Zarilla from right field, they removed a steady .300 hitter, 
a good long-ball hitter and a defensive genius. Joe Dobson, same 
age as Scarborough, has won 111 major league vicfories between 
Cleveland and Boston. Dick Littlefield, the kid southpaw called in 
from Birmingham last Summer as a special favor to the Crackers, 
has the stuff to stay a long time up yonder. Of course, Bill Good- 
man can go to right field and the Sox will probably never notice a 


sag. But still, Scarborough and Wight must come through in a hurry. | 


A $10,000 Sore Arm 


The Yankees had a crack at Sdarborough about a dozen years 
ago, when he was semiproing between terms at Wake Forest College. 
During a semipro tournament he was offered $12,000 to sign a 
Yankee contract. This, occurring before Dietrich’s visit, perhaps 
explains why the plow boy was so cold to a minor league courtship. 

However, Dutch wasn’t by himself. Scarborough also turned 
down the. Yankees, figuring he ceuld play out his college career 
and raise the bid with his customary brilliance. That very night 
he threw his arm out of joint and within a week there wasn’t a 
club in the Western Hemisphere that would have given him twelve 
cents to sign. : 

The hum wing cost him about $10,000, for when Washington 
finally took a chance on him he drew something less than $2,000. 
Scarborough had just delivered his crackling curve to Griffith Sta- 
dium when the Navy called upon him to serve as a lieutenant. His 
major league record shows 60 wins and 66 losses. His lifetime 
earned run average was 3.67 until his 4.93 season with the Jack 
Onslow-Red Corriden White Sox. J

For Meyers 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13—(7)— 
Bennett E. Meyers, former major 
general in the Air Force who was 
sent to prison in 1948, will be 
paroled ‘on Feb. 1. 

The District of Columbia Parole 
Board made the announcement 
Tuesday. It said Meyers would 
be turned over to agents of the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue to 
face income tax evasion charges 
in Baltimore. 

Meyers was convicted in March 
-1948 of inducing a witness in a 
Senate investigation to lie under 
oath about his wartime business 
affairs. He was _ sentenced fo 
serve 20 months to five years. The 
20-month minimum was up last 
December, but Meyers at that time 
was denied a parole. 

Meyers was a wartime purchas- 
ing agent for the Army Aijr 
Forces. The Senate investigation 
of his activities, and his later trial, 
Was a national sensation. 

President Truman _ cashiered 
Meyers from the Army July 17, 
1948. Previously the Army had 
stopped his major general’s re- 
tirement pay and had stripped him 
of his decorations. 

Meyers is under indictment in 
Baltimore on charges that he 
evaded $61,389 in personal income 
taxes between 1941 and 1946.
